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2008/09 Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) 


Towards enhancing better life for all through innovative and sustainable service delivery and budget 
implementation plan. 

Introduction 


The Service Delivery Budget Implementation plan interprets the five-year Integrated Development 
Plan into a twelve-month contract between the Administration, Council, and Community thereby 
expressing the goals and objectives set by the Council as quantifiable outcomes to be implemented 
by the administration. The citywide SDBIP is cascaded down from the Departmental and Municipal 
Entities business plan hence it provide the basis for measuring performance in terms service delivery 
against end-of-year targets. 

In terms of section l(i) of the MFMA the SDBIP is defined as: “a detailed plan approved by the mayor 
of a municipality in terms of section 53(l)(c)(ii) for implementing the municipality’s delivery of services 
and the execution of its annual budget and which must include (as part of the top-layer) the following: 

(a) projections for each month of- 

(i) revenue to be collected by source; and 

(ii) operational and capital expenditure, by vote; 

(b) service delivery targets and performance indicators for each guarter; and 

(c) any other matters that may be prescribed. ” 

Furthermore, Circular 13, issued by National Treasury describes the SDBIP as a partnership contract 
between the governed and those who govern. The SDBIP serves as a “contract” between the 
administration, municipality and community expressing the goals and objectives set by the 
municipality as quantifiable outcomes that can be implemented by the administration over the next 
twelve months. In addition to the legislated requirements, the Circular 13 requires the submission of a 
capital works plan. Therefore, the SDBIP must contain the following information: 

• Monthly projections of revenue to be collected by source; 

• Monthly projections of expenditure (operating and capital) and revenue by vote; 

• Quarterly projections of service delivery targets and performance indicators by vote; 

• Ward information for expenditure and delivery; and 

• Detailed capital works plan broken down by ward. 

In terms of the MFMA, the process for finalisation of the SDBIP is as follows: 

• The Executive Mayor is expected to approve the SDBIP within 28 days of the approval of the 
Budget; 

• The Accounting Officer (City Manager) is required to submit a draft SDBIP to the Executive Mayor 
within 14 days of the approval of the Budget; and 

• The Executive Mayor is required to make public the SDBIP no later than 14 days after its 
approval. 

The 2008/09 Budget and Integrated Development Plan (IDP) was approved by Council on 22 May 
2008 in terms of the Municipal Finance Management Act, 56 of 2003 (MFMA) and Municipal Systems 
Act (MSA), 32 of 2000 respectively. The departmental business plans were tabled at Section 79 
Portfolio Committee for commenting during 7-20 May 2008. These departmental and Municipal 
Entities SDBIPs provided the detailed plans and targets according to which the departments’ 
performance will be monitored and evaluated. 
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Based on these requirements the 2008/09 SDBIP comprises the following main sections: 

Section 1: Budget Projections 

This section outlines the monthly projections of operating expenditure and revenue by vote and 
revenue by source. The section also outlines the 3 year capital budget programme for the City. 

Section 2: Service Delivery Breakdown 

Through regional summits and stakeholders’ summit, the City solicited inputs from the community and 
stakeholders in terms of service delivery by ward. This section set out ward needs and the response 
of Departments and Municipal Entities. This section also shows detailed capital works plans to ensure 
sufficient detail to measure and monitor delivery of infrastructure projects on award basis. 

Section 3: Performance Indicators 

This section outlines the 5-year IDP sector indicators, which are broken down into annual 
performance targets. This annual scorecard is known as the City Scorecard and is premised along the 
line of the IDP sectors. The City scorecard will form the basis for developing the City Manager 
scorecard and scorecard of section 57 employees. 
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Section 1. Budget Projections 


Circular 13 requires a breakdown by monthly projections of revenue to be collected for each source 
and monthly projections of operational and capital expenditure and revenue for each votes. The votes 
for the City of Johannesburg are prescribed in the approved budget and are outlined in the table 
below.

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Section 2. Service Delivery Breakdown 


The breakdown shows or highlight service delivery in respect of the key projects to be implemented at a 
ward level in the city and also key service delivery implementation based on the comments raised by 
communities during the IDP and Budget community based planning process. The responses refer to the key 
service delivery issues raised by communities at a ward level. This section also shows a detailed Capital 
Works Plans to ensure sufficient detail details to measure and monitor delivery of infrastructure projects on a 
ward basis. 

Capital projects 

The City of Johannesburg capital projects is developed under the guidance of: 

• The City’s Spatial Development Framework (SDF) 

• The Capital Investment Framework (CIF) 

• The Capital Investment Management System (CIMS), which is an information system informed by 
budgetary and geographic data in prioritising the capital projects at the City 

Apart from the afore-mentioned components, the City’s Growth and Development Strategy (GDS) and 
Integrated Development Plan (IDP) on a higher level, inform the Capital Works Plan. However, the Spatial 
Development framework is most instrumental in the Capital Works Plan as it is the key legislative 
requirement and tool utilised to address the complicated and nuanced development challenges faced by the 
City of Johannesburg. Such challenges include the following: 

• Addressing and eradicating the housing backlogs with a prime focus on the City’s marginalized; 

• Investing in sustainable infrastructure that provides services to all the City’s residents, reduces backlogs, 
and attracts large-scale investment; 

• Supplying an accessible, affordable, efficient, safe and reliable public transportation to all the City’s 
residents; 

• Balancing and facilitating market and public sector development in an effective and co-ordinated 
manner; 

• Championing, facilitating and coordinating public investment opportunities such as the Gautrain, its 
stations ad surrounding precincts, the 2010 FIFA World Cup, and the Bus Rapid Transit (BRT) system; 
and 

• Developing and communicating inclusive development policies and strategies 

In conjunction with the challenges listed above, the SDF thus provides a policy directive for the spatially 
integrated development of the City, in a manner that will maximise opportunities and result in the socio- 
economic advancement of all communities in the City. The SDF thus includes: 

• A citywide Spatial Plan comprising development principles; 

• Strategies and guidelines indicating spatial responses to these challenges; 

• Localised interpretations of the Citywide Spatial Plan - the Regional Spatial Development Framework 
(RSDF), Precinct Plans, Development Frameworks, etc; and 

• A supporting Capital Investment Framework indicating the City’s annual investment in physical, 
economic and social infrastructure over a five-year period, as well as a supporting spatial/non-spatial 
instruments - incentives/disincentives packages e.g. Urban Development Zone, Special Development 
Zones. 

The Municipal Finance Management Act No. 56 of 2003 (MFMA) calls for the provision of detailed Capital 
Works Plans to ensure to measure and monitor delivery of infrastructure projects on a ward basis. The 
Capital Works Plan is important to ensure sufficient details to measure and monitor delivery of infrastructure 
projects on a ward basis. This section thus provides a breakdown of capital expenditure across the City of 
Johannesburg. 

The capital projects for 2008/09 are broken down by ward, as well as per region (for ease of reference). The 
table below includes the name of the project, ward affected, region the project is located in, division 
responsible for the implementation of the project, and the capital budget allocated to the particular project.

In terms of these tables the following notes apply: 


1. “Total Budget” is all funding sources, i.e. National and Provincial Grants, etc. and “COJ Funding” is 
purely capital allocations from COJ only 

2. Some projects that have a wider geographical impact have not been classified by ward, but have been 
categorised as citywide projects. 

The tables below are divided into three sections namely. Ward Based Projects, City-Wide Projects and 
Region-Wide Projects. Wards 58 and 60 are part of Region F and gain the largest capital share due to the 
Inner City being a key Mayoral Priority for regeneration. 

Ward Based Projects 

This section outlines projects taking place in various regions in the specific wards. Projects that cut cross 
various ward within one region are reflected. The table also shows the sector /department responsible and 
the City funding. 

Region-Wide Projects 

The region-wide projects cut across regions and have a large scale development bearing on the City. 
Projects that are shared among various regions are the following: substations, water and sewer networks, 
and public transportation systems. The division column in the table outlines the sector /department 
responsible and the budget allocated. 

City-Wide Projects 

Citywide projects cut across more than 6 wards and thus have the citywide impact. These include power 
service connections, roads, and public transportation. The City funding in the table reflect the budget 
committed to the project citywide and also the lead sector/department.

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CoJ Regional Summits: Community issues and departments responses 


Recent regional summits and stakeholders summit provided a platform through which community articulated 
explicitly their ward priorities in terms of service delivery. Consultation and participation by community and 
stakeholders have been a cornerstone of the CoJ good governance and have provided the basis for 
sustainable service delivery.
